BRITONS ¢ HAL L ENGE THE WORLD 

The British nations have formally of- 
fered to sign the Geneva protocol repudi- 
ating the use of poison gas in war, on con- 
dition that the other powers do so, That is 
a challenge to the world of which Britons 
everywhere will be proud, as they have 
every right to be. If that barbarous method 
of fighting is not barred, the fault will be 
that the other nations definitely refuse to 
follow our lead, The issue has been put up 
to them, plainly and directly. 

Canadians will be partic ularly interest- 
ed in this challenge, and the outcome of 
it, because Canadian soldiers were the first 
against whom poison gas was launched, in 
the great war. The enemy gained little 
by that treachery to every humane in- 
stinct; but the effects there and elsewhere 
were so terrible that it is difficult to be- 
lieve any country will refuse to pledge it- 
self against the employment of so fiendish 
a weapon. Should any country do so, it 
will accept a responsibility equal to that 
of Germany, and will put under discount 
any claims it may make to share the sen- 
timents of civilized mankind, 


Ww ESTERN| “AIR ROUT ES 

Western Canada Airways will have 
more than ea dozen planes in service 
in Western Canada this summer, operat- 
ing mainly in the northern belt, where rail- 
way communication is wanting. Air tra- 
vel, we may take it, has come to the west 
to stay, and to develop, alike in the amount. 
of traffic handled and in the number of 
lines operated. Had last year's experi- 
ments not been found satisfactory, from 
the financial standpoint, the large scale 
operations planned for this year would 
hardly have been undertaken, The west is 
evidently getting ‘air minded” 

Of particular interest to Edmonton is 
the arrangement to establish regular ser- 
vice from Waterways down the Mackenzie 
as soon as the ice has cleared out of the 
northern rivers. The “far north” is to 
thus become a much less meaningful phrase 
than it has been, Aklavik will be as reach- 
able as Winnipeg or Vancouver, and with 
little more loss of time.. What this will 
mean in the way of increased travel, for 
business and pleasure, the future will 
show. The inference is that it is expected 
to mean a good deal. For the airplane, 
like the railway train, can be operated 
only where there is a prospect of enough 
business to pay expenses. 


NEW QUARTERS NEEDED 


The Schneider case has served to call 
attention to the fact that Edmonton needs 
a new police station and lock-up. That need 
has been long apparent and long recog- 
nized, and has been deferred only because 
funds were scarce and the demands many. 
It would have made no difference to the 
outcome of the recent tragedy if the cells 
at the police station had been fitted up on

class of accommodation provided, But 
the occurrence has aroused interest in the 
existing facilities for the housing of pri- 
soners, to a degree that is new and pro- 
mising of better things. 

The uncomfortable fact is that Edmon- 
ton may one of these days have to lament 
an even greater tragedy if better quarters 
are not provided for the police, police 
court and prisoners. The present building 
was put up in the early nineties. The walls 
have for years been bulged and cracked. 
A merciful building inspector has refrain- 
ed from pronouncing the premises unsafe, 
perhaps unconsciously influenced’ by the 
urge to keep down expenditures and taxes, 
The police court room is sometimes crowd- 
ed to the limit of its capacity, and the 
floors subjected to a strain they were not 
Specially designed to carry. The question 
of safety, as well as of that of better hous- 
ing of prisoners, therefore enters into the 
question, and makes it important that a 
new station should be built as soon as fi- 
nances will permit.

This had directly led to the decision 
of the government ot increase the 
salaries as aforementioned. 

The salaries for city inspectors will 
range from $3000 a year to $3600. 

The salaries of normal school assist- 
fants will be raised from $2700 to $3000 
u year to from $3000 to $3600 

There are at present 25 public school 
and two high school inspectors in the 
province, which with the two to be 
appointed will bring the total to 29

“one” repair job costs about $10,000, it 
was stated, 

“Unless we get what we are after the 
repair jobs on the northern lines equip- 
ment will pass through Edmonton to 
Winnipeg or Calgary. The C.P.R. t¢ 
now planning to put another $1,500,000 
into its Calgary shops,” Mr. McKee de- 
clared before going to Ottawa. 

Mr. McKee alse stressed the import- 
ance to industry of having such a large 
undertaking here. He said that the 
Manitoba Rolling Mills went to Cal- 
fary because of the large market for 
their products in the shops there, 
is also rumored that the Canada Car

Provision is made for insurance, both 
public liability and cargo. This has 
been requested by both wholesale ana 
retail business men for several years 
with a more active movement in the 
last year or two. 

Freight vehicles are divided into five 
classes 

Class A: Those operated by a public 
carrier in his business as such, 

Class B: Those operated by persons 
engaged in the distribution of goods te 
persons dealing in the same, and per- 
ons contracting for the transportation 
of goods for one or more others, 

Class C: Those mainly used by own- 
ers In private business, but occasionally 


used for transportation of goods of} 
other persons 

Class D; Those mainly used by their 
owners within the boundaries of an in- 


corporated city or town, but occasion- 
ally used to deliver goods outside such 
boundaries, 

Class E: All other freight vehicles. 

After May 1, 1929, no vehicle in- 
cluded in Classes A, B, C, D or B can 
be operated over or along any public 
highway outside the limits of any city 
town or village unless a license has 
been obtained from the minister of 
public works, application for which 
must be made and which must be ac- 
companied by a sum of $2. 

Fees Computed 

The fee to be paid for the license 
shall be computed as follows 

One-fifth of a cent a ton mile of 
travel during the period of the subsist- 
ence of the license over or along any 
Class A highway, and one-sixth of a 
cent a ton mile during the said period 
on a class B highway. The fee shal) 
be paid in monthly instalments. 

The ton mile of travel shall be cal- 
culated by multiplying the maximum 
weight of the vehicle, that is, the body 
Plus the chassis, plue therated capa- 
city, by the number of miles travelled 
during the month. 

Every license shall expire on the last 
day of December next following the 
date of issue,
